Essential for | 
The Happy Life 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ SPEAKING on happiness and 
the education of children before 
the Annual Convention of the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers at Omaha, Nebraska, a 
few months ago, Dr. Carleton 
Washburn, President of the Pro- 
gressive Education Association 
said, in essence, if I heard him 
correctly, that whereas a ehild 
and adult in a practical world 
must be kept by force from doing 
a few things neither the child nor 
adult gains anything by way of 
education from this restraint. 

I ecouldn’t accept that. ¥ believe 
that ,the learning of certain in- 
hibitions essential to personal 
safety and the welfare and happi- 
ness of others is a basic part of 
every person’s education at any 
age. I can’t think of good char- 
acter and citizenship without cer- 
tain basie inhibitions well estab-. 
lished and operating more or less 
automatically. I also believe that 
the happy, well-educated person : 
has learned, especially in early : 
years, that there are a few regular | 
things he must do. The ideal is to | 
bring these things to pass with | 
the least possible annoyance to all 
concerned.

“Dear Dr. Myers: My twenty- ; 
month old son has reached that } 
period in his development where ! 
his greatest joy is to be my ‘little : 
helper.’ He is never happier than | 
when helping me with my house- | 
hold tasks. I do my best to foster |

this spirit because I believe every 
child should do his part of the | 
work necessary in maintaining his 
home. But I anticipate the time 
when this interest will give way 
to others and when he will choose 
not to help. According to your , 
articles you advocate never com- | 
manding a child to do a thing. 

“Does this mean that he will | 
never be expected to assume cer- 
tain duties that will always be ex- 
pected of him? If not, how do 
you recommend handling that 
transition period between his 
helping because he wishes to and 
that when he does so because it is 
his duty? If so, how is the child 
to reconcile himself to adult life, 
or even school life, when he must 
do as the majority decide, obey 
laws, ard fulfill an employer’s 
demands regardless of his own 
personal wishes?” 

Yes, I have often said in this 
column that, except for routines, 
I would almost never tell the child 
under five or six to do anything, 
and rarely thereafter. Instead, I 
would ask him and let him choose 
but I would ask him in such a way 
and at such a time that he would 
be likely to accede, I having set 
the stage for this success for some 
weeks, months or years. 


Regular Procedure 


But in routines I would include 
all such matters as coming in 
from play or going to bed at a 
definite regular time, regularly 
washing the hands and face, hang- 
ing up the hat or coat, and so on. 
After four or five months, I also 
would include a few definite regu- 
lar assigned jobs like emptying 
the waste basket, setting the table, 
hanging up of the child’s night or 
day clothes, or other definite items 
of tidying up his own room. Such 
he could not escape without pen- 
alty. 

As he grew older a few inescap- 
able routine duties would gradual- 
ly be added. I should strive to 
help the child enjoy satisfaction 
eventually from doing them well 
and without prompting.

FISH PLANTING PROGRAM OF 


MT. RALSTON CLUB IS 
NEARING CLOSE 


With a recora of nearly a million 
trout planted thus far this season, 
in lakes and streams of E] Dorado 
County south and west of Lake Ta- 
hoe, the fish planting program of 
the Mt. Ralston Fish Planting Club, 
of Sacramento, is nearing a close 
for this season. 

The work, according to reports 
from T. T. Moore, the club’s secre- 
tary, will be concluded during the 
latter part of the month in time to 
permit the use of the club’s train of 
pack animals in connection with the 
annual outing of the club, which 
will be held during the labor Day 
weekend in Desolation Valley. 

Al sportsmen are welcome to par- 
ticipate in the outing and reserva- 
tions are now being received. 

An innovation in the club’s fish 
planting program this year, which 
was instituted on June 16th, is that 
the elub takes along an employe 
of the state fish and game commis- 
Sion to check the water and ‘feed 
,conditions and do general obser- 
vation work in connection with the 
restocking of fishing waters. He 
works under the direction of Brian 
Curtis, district biologist for the com- 
mission.

UNLESS the British, navy and 
all, are knocked out very speedily 
Italy is about due, onlookers from 
the vantage point of our own 
naval headquarters in Washington 
are predicting, for a bigger mouth- 
ful of war than 
maybe Signor 
Mussolini 
ized that his 
country would 
be called on to 
masticate when 
he propelled it 
into the Euro- 
pean conflict. 

Prime Minis- 
ter Winston 
Churchill virtu- 
ally promised’ 
as much, it’s 

argued, in the 
jcourse of his speech informing! 
iparliament in London of the clash 
‘between John Bull's and _ the 
‘French fleets off the Algerian 
‘coast recently. 

Following his remark that 
near-by Italian fighting vessels 
‘prudently kept out of the way” 
during this engagement, it will be 
‘recalled that he added, “We trust 
itheir turn will come during the 
‘operations we shall pursue to se- 
lcure effectual control of the Med- 
uiterranean.” 


| Strategists generally concur 
‘that the British navy CAN con- 
‘rol the Mediterranean. Maybe it 
souldn’t have done so if the Axis 
yowers had gained possession of 
che French fleet, to add to Italy’s, 
yut, as we know, they didn’t. Ger- 
nany hasn't the sea strength | 
(can’t spare it from elsewhere, | 
anyway) to be materially helpful 
to the Italians in their own wa- 
ters. And competent authorities 
agree that the Fascists alone lack 
the war craft to oppose those that 
Sngland can concentrate against 
ithem. 

Experts speak of Mussolini’s air 
force as pretty efficient, but they 
nore than doubt that it’s equal to 
superiority

There also are important Italian 
ports that 
| could fire their big guns into. 

Incidentally, it’s a blockade 
which would cut the home land off 
from its trans-Mediterranean and 
trans-Adriatic possessions. 

It’s true that Italy isn’t entirely 
water-bound. It can get overland 
to the northward. However, it’s 
an inconvenient route for most of 
the peninsula. Furthermore, its 


traffic. 
} Of course, all this leaves avia- 
ition’s possibilities out of consider- 
| ation. If Italian flyers can beat all 
'{the warships Britain can pack into 
the Mediterranean, Mussolini has 
‘ino occasion to worry. But our 
eee folk don’t believe they can 
do it. 

To be sure, corking up Italy, if 
‘John Bull can do it, won’t take 
Germany off from the latter’s 
hands. Nevertheless, Herr Hitler 
probably wouldn’t enjoy having 
‘his Axis partner so badly embar- 
passed. The Italians haven’t been 
Imuch active help to him, indeed, 
but they’ve been quite a nuisance 
‘to the British, and were to the 
{French until they capitulated. 


Saving the Empire 

Not only army and navy observ- 
ers but diplomats likewise read 
into Prime Minister Churchill's 
declaration of Britain’s determina- 
tion to hang onto Mediterranean 
control an expression of John 
|Bull’s fixed resolve to hold his em- 
{Pate together. 

That short cut to the eastward 
(to India, Australia, New Zealand, 
'et cetera) naturally is absolutely 
essential to the preservation of the 
British family’s integrity. Even if 
his home island is over-run, Mr. 
Bull evidently proposes to have his 
brood of offspring left to take 
refuge with and go on fighting.
